Denial of the claims of milk drivers that 
two deliveries a day do not better the quality 
of milk—that the milk for an afternoon de- 
livery is the same as that used in the morn- 
ing—is made by T. F. Grady, acting superin- 
tendent of the city milk inspection bureau. 

„That claim is not true, said he. Milk 
delivered in the afternoon is ordinarily twen- 
ty-four hours fresher than that delivered in 
the morning. Every dealer, practically, re- 
ceives a fresh supply of milk from the dairy 
districts during the morning hours. If an 
afternoon delivery were made, that is the 
milk that would be carried to consumers. 

„After the morning's milk is delivered the 
‘wagons are sent to the railroads to get the 
supply for the next day, according to the 
system now in force. This supply now is 
taken to the milk depots, stored in the vats, 
and then distributed next day. If there were 
two deliveries it could reach consumers on 
the same day it is received by the dealer.” 


Shortage, Too, Threatened. 

With the one delivery system threatening 
the city’s health, another danger has arisen 
in a reduced milk supply. Dr. Jaques has 
made a trip of investigation to the dairy 
districts to ascértain why the city’s daily 
supply has fallen from 20,000 to 25,000 gal- 
lons below the normal daily receipts. 

“ At present,“ he said, the dairymen find 
a high price at the creameries in their dis- 

tricts, owing to the high price of butter. As 
a 1 the shipments to Chicago have de- 
creased. Instead of an average of 150,000 
gallons daily the city is now receiving only 
from 126,000 to 180900 gallons each day. 
The situation is HMkely to become serious.” 

Conditions in the Ghetto. 

Supt. Grady denies that the system of in- 
spection in the Ghetto and other congested 
districts is not as severe asin the better resi- 
dence neighborhoods. 

“There are four of our six inspectors now 
in that congested territory,” said he.“ “We 
find, it is true, that the percentage of poor 
lk is higher in the Ghetto and other con- 
sections than in the boulevard dis- 

In the former territory there is a 
consumption of sour cream—tittle 
cream is called for—and of skimmed 
milk and straight,“ or unskimmed, milk.

In those territories there is not the danger 
in the one delivery method that some people 
contend. There are milk depots at almost 
every block, and here consumers can be ac- 
commodated. The milk sold in such places 
fs required to be up to grade, and, while it 
may not be as good as that delivered in some 
other districts, it is wholesome.”

Lucas dashed at full speed east in Meridi- 
an street, through a dwelling, and into 
Washington boulevard, where he was cap- 
tured. It was evident the man had been 
severely wounded, and he was quickly re- 
moved to the Illinois Medical college, Wash- 
ington boulevard and Halsted street. 

Several passengers’ credit checks, with 
the name M. H. Burt written on them, 
were in the possession of Lucas, also sev- 
eral railroad pass books and a business card 
of E. M. Tousiey, stock broker. A gold 
watch, a gold stickpin, railroad pass books, 
fifteen skeleton keys, which were thrown 
away by the fugitive, were recovered by the 
detectives. 

Lucas has been arrested several times, and 
recently was released from Joliet, it is said, 
after having been accused of twenty-seven 
burglaries.

After a week she sent word to her mother 
from St. Louls, where she was temporarily 
residing, asking for her wardrobe, which 
was sent to her. 

Several days afterward her parents in 
Belleville received a letter from her. under 
the postmark Chicago, stating that she was 
in this city, but giving only the general de- 
livery as her address. No intimation of the 
reason for her coming to Chicago was given 
in the letter, and since its receipt her rela- 
tives had heard nothing from her until the 
message sent yesterday afternoon announ- 
cing her death.

Streets do not exist for the sole purpose: 
of enabling corporations to haul men and 
women back and forth in street cars. They 
exist that traffic in goods may be carried 
on, that the commodities required by Chi- 
cagoans may be delivered at their houses, 
and also that the persons who use other 
methods of transportation than the street 
car may have facilities for travel. Really 
it. is conceding a great deal to the traction 
companies to let them keep all the streets 
save one. 

The occupancy of Michigan avenue by, 
street car tracks is the more offensive be- 
cause it is for a part of the distance a dog- 
in-the-manger eccupancy. The Union 
Traction tracks between Adams and Wash- 
ington practically are unused, and have 


necessity for providing in extension ordi- 
nances that whenever a company ceases 
to use any of its tracks, as in the case of 
the track on Washington street east of 
State, the city authorities may order its 
removal. There are in the business dis- 
trict alone many unused sthb ends of tracks 
or long lines of track on which no cars are 
run now, though they once were.

The queen made no difficulty whatsoever 
about receiving the ladyi whom her uncle, 
the duke of Sussex. had married without the 
sanction of the crown, the union being there- 
fore in the eyes of the law invalid. In fact.

DETAILS OF SLATUSK RIOTS.

BERLIN, May 22.— Details of the rioting at 
Slatusk, European Russia, province of Ufa, 
in March last were received here today and 
for the first time it is known that forty per- 
sons were killed by Russian troops, including 
a number of children. Two hundred persons 
were wounded.

Forty Killed in the Riot. 

The rioting at Slatusk last March grew out 
of a strike. It appears that a deputation of 
workingmen which was en route to the fac- 
toryin which its members were employed was 
‘arrested. The wives of the men arrested went 
to police headquarters carrying their chil- 
dren with them, and declared that with their 
husbands in prison they would be unable to 
support the children. The women then with- 
drew. leaving their childrerfwith the police, 
who at once proceeded to throw them into 
the street. This caused intense excitement. 

Gov. Bogdanovitch was sent for. Upon 
his arrival from Ufa he ordered the mob to 
| disperse. The crowd refused, and became 
so threatening that the governor retired into 
a private building, from which he repeated- 
ly sent orders to the mob to break up. No 
attention was paid to these orders, and final- 
ly several volleys were fired by troops from 
the house occupied by the governor, with the 
result that forty persons were killed and 200 
wounded. 

Sequel in Assassination. 

The rioters then fled. The sequel to the riot 
was the assassination of Gov. Bogdanovitch 
by two workmen at Ufa. They met him in 
the park and riddled his body with bullets. 
The post-mortem examination showed two 
bullet wounds in the heart, four in the lungs, , 
two in the liver and stomach, as well as one 
in the hand. The assassins have not den 
arrested. 

Banished from Finland.

The eighteenth century in England and 
Scotland is not usually looked upon as a time 
when fine bookbinding Sourished there, but 
Miss Prideaux’s researches prove that not 
only did a love of the art exist fervently, but 
that there remain some remarkable examples 
of good taste from the binders of those coun- 
tries. She proves, too, that there are numer - 
ous. instances of attempts on the part of the 
binders to break away from convention and 
to produce new and striking effects. The 
English concerned themselves principally 
with inlaid work, using bibles and prayer 
books as the subjects. There was, strange 
as it may seem, more originality among the 
Scotch binders, some of them forsaking the 
old models entirely and producing effects of 
great beauty not only in the design but in 
the choice of material. The illustrations 
show the great superiority of their work. 

The account of the eccentric binder Roger 
Payne is interesting. although every 
history oe Un has some mention of this 


failings of mankind an arbitrary spirit and 
great individuality and daring. He had no 


taste for the elaborateness of contemporary 


French work, but his own decorations strike 
the critic by their originality and the layout 
of the design as compared with the work of 
his predecessors. His o#namentation is 
never ornate. His sides are often plain, un-

COURT RULING.ADDS $20,000 | 
TO TAXES OF ARMOUR ESTATE. 


Judge Carter Decides That Legacies to 


Packer’s Grandsons Should Be * 
sessed Separately. 


—— 


It was decided yesterday by Judge Carter 
that the two legacies left by Philip D. Ar- 
mour to his grandsons, Philip D. Armour 
Jr. and Lester Armour, amounting to $4,000,- 
000, should be taxed under the state inher- 
Itance law, separate from the remainder of 
the estate. The decision adds about one 
to the total taxes of the estate. 

The packer left the bulk of his 3 
to his widow, Mrs. Malvina B. Armour, and 
his-son, J. Ogden Armour, subject to the pay - 
ment of two legacies to the two grandsons of 
$2,000,000 each: $1,000,000. to be paid to each 
of the grandsons when he attains the age of 
25. years and the second million to be paid 
to each when he attains the age of 30. These 


amounts were to be taken equally from the 


shares given the widow and the son. 

It coming to this conclusion Judge Carter 
figured that should the money be invested 
in government bonds at from 1% to 2 per 
Cent it would so increase by time of pay- 
ment that the separate taxation would be 
fight and just. 

When Mr. Armour died he left an estate 
valued at $14,454,148, and no dispute arose re- 
garding the taxes on the $10,454,148, exclusive 
of the $4,009,000 legacies. On what to Base 
the taxes for the legacy was the only point 
presented tothe court.

HEALTH COMMITTEE MEMBERS 
HOPE TO CHECK “NUISANCES.” 
Exempt from This Class Lying-In In- 

stitutions After Hearing Statements 


dt Prominent Physicians and Oth- 


ers Interested in West Side Estab- 
lMshment—Majority Frontage Con- 
sent in Block to Be Required in the 
Future. 


After agreeing that lying-in hospitals shall 
be classed with general hospitals, the council 
committee on health yesterday recommended 
for passage the ordinance aimed to regulate 
the establishment and operation of institu- 
tions claseed as “nuisances” where ine- 
briate or contagious diseases aré treated. 
The new measure provides that no such in- 
stitution shall be established, licensed, or 
operated unless owners of a majority of the 
property frontage on both sides of the streets 
of the block in which the institution ie ta 
be located give their consent. 

The ordinancé, ae first drawn, struck at one 
of the foremost charities in Chicago—the 
Chicago Lying-in hospital, in Ashland boule- 
vard near Harrison street—for the ordinance 
contemplated classing lying-in hospitals as 
+ nuigances.”” The institution named fur- 
nisbed the test and the aldermen declared 
preg it would be unjust to place such a ban 
on it. 

Many Prominent People Protest. 

Prominent physicians and citizens were 
present to argue that if the committee acted 
oy ed to the Lying-in hospital it would 

taking a step which no other city in the 
civilized world hag 
tion Julia Lathrop and Jane Addams were 
prepared to present a petition asserting that 
the classing of the Chicago and similar hos- 
pitals with institutions treating epileptic 
and inebriate diseases would be unjust, in- 
advised, and insulting.’’ This petition was 
signed by Mrs. Fran clin MacVeagh, Mrs. 
Cyrus H. McCormick, Mrs. John = Herrick, 
Mrs. Hugh J. McBirney, Mrs. J. B. Forgan, 
and others, 

It was made plain that the friends of the 
hospital had no desire to avoid municipal 
control of institutions, but that full control 
was desired. 

“You will make a mistake if you attempt 
to class lying-in hospitals with the ‘ nui- 
sance’ class, asserted Chester M. Dawes. 
“You will deprive the community of the 
great and good work of this hospital.“ 

“There is not one large city in Europe 
but has every provision for such hospitals,” 
said C. D. Norton. New York has four. 
J. Pierpont Morgan recently gave $1,500,000 
to the building of one lying-in hospital there. 
Philadelphia and Boston have three each. 
It is unfair and unjust to class these in- 
stitutions with those where epileptics and 
inebriates are treated.” 

Dr. John B. Murphy, Dr. W. A. Evans, 
president of the Chicago Medical society; 
Dr. C. 8. Bacon, president of the Chicago 
Gynecological society; and Fred Del

The ordinance provides that in neighbor-

Chairman MacLeod and members of the 
Western Passenger association are in con- 
ference in New York with officials of the 
eastern trunk lines and the Atlantic Steam- 
ship companies considering ways and means 
for the regulation of the immigrant traffic. 

The immigrant clearing house which the 
western roads have maintained in New York 
for several years has not been working well 
during the last few months. The opposition 


| of the trunk lines and the activity of the 


steamship anc immigrant agents in New 
York has interfered with the western pool, 
and great difficulty has been found in evening 
up the pool percentages. 

It is believed that the diversion of business 
over independent lines can be stopped by 
paying a large commission to the steamship 
companies for each immigrant. This prob- 
ably will be done, as it will have the effect of 
driving the immigrant agents out of the busi- 
ness. 

The interstate commerce commission is not 
expected by the railroad men to interfere 
with the immigrant pool. The commission 
some time ago decided that the pool is in 
violation of the anti-trust law, but the com- 
mission is not required to enforce that law. 


Object to J. J. Hill's Claims. 

Railroad officials here think President J. J. 
Hill is trying to increase his popularity with 
the merchants and jobbers at north Pacific 
coast points by claiming the credit for the 
reductions in the rates of a large number of 
important commodities shipped from eastern 
points, Mr. Hill, they say, had nothing 
whatever to do with the matter. 
regarding the reduction in the rates was 
taken at a meeting of the Transcontinental 
Freight bureau, held in this city last Jan- 
uary, at which all the transcontinental roads 
were represented. 

It is probable that the rates on a number 
of additional commodities from the east to 
Pacific coast points will shortly be reduced 
to help the merchants on the coast. A meet- 
The of the chief traffic officials of all the 
transcontinental roads will be held in Mil- 
waukee on June 2 to consider further changes 
in the tariff. 


Burlington Road to Reduce Time. 


The Burlington has decided to shorten the 
time of its limited train between Chicago 

and St. Paul. The change will be made May 
81. The train will continue to leave Chicago 
at 6:30 p. m. and arrive in Chicago at 8:55 
a. m., but from Chicago to St. Paul the run- 
ning time will be decreased thirty minutes, 
and from St. Paul to Chicago the decrease 
will be one hour. This puts the Burlington 
limited on an equality with the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and Northwestern noads. 


Transportation Notes. 


The rumor that the Pennsylvania will 
lease the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad has been revived. It is stated 
that the deal has been practically completed 
under a strong guarantee which will assure 
an 8 per cent dividend. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern rail- 
road has just given out contracts for the 
improvement of its Cincinnati terminals. 
They involve an outlay of about $1,000,000, 

The Detroit Southern railroad has prac- 
tically completed track laying on its exten- 
sion from Lawrence Furnace to Bloom 
Switch, O. This gives it a through line from 
the lakes to the Ohio river.

STRIKES ALSO ARE FELT. 


Iron and Steel Prices Readjusting 
Themselves, and Mills Are 


Catching Up on Orders. 


New York, May 22.—R. d. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

„Weather conditions and the labor situa- 
tion are the dominant influences in the busi- 
ness world. Unseasonably high temperature 
at many points, especially in the east, stimu- 
lated retail trade in — Sy apparel and 


upon vegetation, which was promptly refiect- 
ed in diminished orders for supplies, and in 
some cases there were cancellations. 

„More conservatism was also shown at the 
interior, where agricultural met 
with check, and while no serious injury to the 
great staple crops is yet reported, the delay 
to planting induces caution among dealers. 
On the whole there are fewer wage earners 
voluntarily idle, yet the spirit of unrest has 
caused the abandonment of some new enter- 
prises and postponement ‘of others, which 
means less demand for structural materials 
and labor. Payments are also less prompt, 
time often being asked where formerly cash 
transactions for a slight discount were the 
rule. 


“ Aside form these two adverse factors the 
trade situation is favorable, and with aver- 
age weather and industrial peace there is 
every prospect of continued prosperity 
‘throughout the country. Manufacturing 
plants are generally well occupied, especially 
in footwear, iron and steel. Traffic on the 
railways is heavy, earnings thus far re- 
ported for May exceeding last year’s by 138.6 
per cent and surpassing 1901 by 25.7 per cent. 


Less Demand in Iron and Steel. 


* Readjustment in prices of iron and steel 
eontinues, the market gradually resuming 
normal conditions. There is no evidence of 
diminished activity as yet, and in many 
cases prompt deliveries are urged, but as 
the increased capacity brings plants nearer 
their orders buyers naturally are less eager 
to place contracts. The fact that some con- 
cessions have been made in quotations tends 
to postpone business, prospective buyers 
waiting for still more favorable terms. 

Advances of about 6 per cent in wide 
sheetings indicate that the cotton goods 
market is beginning to respond to the higher 
raw material. A still more encouraging 
sign is the greater interest displayed by pur- 
chasers. Warm weather stimulates activ- 
ity in wash goods for quick delivery. Print 
cloths are firmer, and while there is no de- 
mand for reguiars, odd goods are sought 
freely. Reduced output of worsteds has 
strengthened the tone, and the recent ad- 
vanced prices for carpets have not pre- 
vented large transactions. 

„There is no sign of reaction in the foot- 
wear industry. Leather is steady at recent 
advances. Late salted packer hides are ac- 
tive and higher, the general range of qudé- 
tations at Chicago being materially higher. 
Foreign dry hides ares y, arrivals meet- 
ing with prompt absorption.

As Viewed by Bradstreet’s, 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 3 

“ While underlying conditions have im- 
proved as a whole, there is still room for bet- 
terment in weather, crop, and labor matters. 
Retail trade has been stimulated by summer 
wear, but wholesale business halts, pending 
further developments affecting fall trade. 
Collections have improved at a number of 
large cities. Railway earnings are as good 
as ever reported. Gross receipts for the first 
half of May indicate a 14 per cent increase 
over last year, while net returns for March 
show the significant increase of 16 per cent 
in net on a corresponding increase in gross. 

“Iron is drooping, largely because buyers 
are holding off on future purchases. Stocks 
do not accumulate, however, and consumers 
are insistent for deliveries on old orders. 
Much importance is attached to the possible 
action by the leading interest as regards its 
supply of iron for the second halt of the year. 
Steel is firm at the west, but resales of foreign 
steel at eastern markets lead to an easier 
feeling in the market for billets. Finished 
products are in good demand, the wage scale 
in the tinplate trade has been settled for an- 
other year, and the demand for hardware is 
active, an element of importance in the pres- 
ent state of the market. 

** Some of the less favorably situated trades 
are lumber, which notes the effect of the 
building trade labor troubles; silk manufac- 
turing at Paterson, which is slack at pres- 
ent; and men’s wear and woolens, which are 
still halting as regards fall orders. Cotton 
manufacturing is claimed to be unprofitable 
at present prices.

5 Retail Demand Is Good. 


New business is small with the mills, but 
the jobbers and retailers are making money 
because of active retail demand.
